To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1959. 

The  report  is  set  out  in  sections  as  in  previous  years  and  I should  like 
to  refer  briefly  to  items  of  interest  in  the  different  sections. 

In  Section  A the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  area  are  given.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  birth  rate,  13.78  per  1,000  population,  is  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year,  51  births  being  registered  in  each  year.  The 
population  figure  of  3,700  was  also  the  same  for  the  two  years. 

The  death  rate,  7.29  per  1,000  population,  was  lower  than  the  previous 
year,  when  it  was  13.24,  and  from  Table  No.  6 in  Section  H,  it  will  be  seen 
that  it  is  the  second  lowest  rate  recorded  since  1892.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  of  19.60  per  1,000  live  births  was  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  when 
one  infant  death  also  occurred.  For  the  fourth  year  in  succession,  no 
deaths  occurred  from  maternal  causes. 

The  Health  Services  available  for  the  area  are  given  in  Section  B, 
and  also  an  account  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Higham  Ferrers  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee.  This  committee  continues  to  carry  out 
excellent  work,  and  members  give  generously  of  their  time  in  the  interests 
of  the  old  folk  of  the  Borough. 

The  next  section,  C,  deals  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
area,  and  an  account  of  the  situation  with  regard  to  the  sewage  disposal 
works  is  given.  It  will  be  seen  that  difficulties  are  experienced  in  dealing 
with  the  very  strong  trade  wastes  arriving  at  the  works  in  the  crude 
sewage.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  pre-treatment  is  carried  out  by  the 
manufacturers  at  their  premises,  and  the  strength  of  the  crude  sewage 
thus  lessened,  the  final  effluent  from  the  works  will  conform  with  Royal 
Commission  Standards. 

Information  concerning  the  Borough’s  water  supply,  its  sources  and 
treatment,  will  also  be  found  in  this  section. 

Housing  is  dealt  with  in  Section  D,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  the 
completion  of  eight  bungalows  on  the  re-developed  Warmond’s  Hill  site. 
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On  the  Elizabeth  Way  Estate,  ten  two-bedroomed  houses  are  in  the 
course  of  construction,  and  plans  are  prepared  for  a further  six  bungalows 
and  six  flats.  The  re-housing  of  families  from  Corporation  Terrace  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year  and  this  should  be  completed  in  the  near 
future. 

The  value  of  frequent  inspections  of  food  premises  is  stressed  in 
Section  E,  which  is  concerned  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  food. 
Also,  I am  still  of  the  opinion  that  milk  samples  should  be  taken  in  the 
area.  Ice-cream  samples  were  taken  during  the  period  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

An  account  of  the  prevalence  of  and  control  over  infectious  and  other 
diesases  will  be  found  in  Section  F.  I am  grateful  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  supplying  me  with  the  figures  for  vaccination  and  immunisa- 
tions. The  number  of  persons  inoculated  against  Poliomyelitis  grows 
yearly,  but  now  that  the  age  range  has  been  increased  to  forty  years,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  more  adults  will  present  themselves  for  this  valuable 
protection.  An  account  of  an  epidemic  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  is  also 
given  in  this  section  and  in  the  future  the  return  of  this  particular  virus 
infection  should  be  watched  for. 

Statistical  tables  are  given  in  Section  H,  and  are  of  interest. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout  the 
year  and  Mr.  Plummer  for  his  ever-ready  assistance,  and  also  for  informa- 
tion supplied  for  this  report.  I have  listed  this  year  acknowledgments, 
and  am  grateful  to  all  for  such.  Finally,  I should  like  to  thank  Miss 
Pearson  for  her  help  in  compiling  this  report.

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SECTION  A. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Area — The  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers  covers  an  area  of  1,945  acres. 

Population — The  population  figure  given  in  the  Registrar-General’s 
returns  for  1959  was  3,700,  which  is  the  same  as  the  previous  year.  Births 
outnumbered  deaths  by  24  during  the  year. 

Deaths — 27  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  which  gives  a rate 
of  7.29  per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  13.24. 
From  Table  No.  6 in  Section  H it  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate  for  1959 
was  the  lowest  recorded  since  1925,  when  the  rate  was  5.6  per  1,000 
population.  This  was  the  lowest  rate  on  record.  Table  No.  1 in  Section 
H gives  a classification  of  the  causes  of  death,  and  from  this  it  will  be 
seen  that  once  again  the  greatest  cause  of  death  was  due  to  diseases  of 
the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System.  Seventeen  of  the  twenty-seven 
deaths  came  under  these  headings.  There  was  a considerable  fall  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease  or  angina,  four  compared  with 
eleven  in  the  previous  year.  Four  deaths  from  cancer  occurred,  which  is 
one  less  than  the  previous  year.  One  of  these  deaths  was  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  None  occurred  in  the  previous  year.  In  the 
following  table  a comparison  is  shown  between  the  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough  of  Higham 
Ferrers  over  the  last  five  years  :

Births — 51  births  were  recorded  during  the  year  which  is  exactly  the 
same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  As  the  population  figure  is  the 
same,  the  rate  for  the  two  years  is  also  the  same,  i.e.,  13.78  per  1,000  of 
population.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1959  was  16.5.

Stillbirths — Two  stillbirths  were  recorded  which  gives  a rate  of  0.54 
per  1,000  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  0.27. 

Illegitimate  Births — No  illegitimate  births  were  recorded  and  so  the 
rate  for  the  year  is  Nil.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  0.27  per  1,000 
population. 

Infant  Mortality — One  infant  death  occurred  which  is  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year.  As  the  number  of  births  in  the  two  years  is  the  same, 
the  rate  for  the  year,  19.60  per  1,000  live  births,  remains  the  same  for 
the  two  years.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1959  was  22.0. 

Neonatal  Mortality — Infant  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  come  under  this  heading.  For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  no 
deaths  occurred  in  this  period. 

The  Registrar-General  in  his  returns  for  the  year  gives  a further  sub- 
division of  the  infant  mortality  rate,  and  that  is  infant  deaths  within  the 
first  week  of  life.  There  were  no  deaths  in  this  period.  The  following 
table  gives  a comparison  between  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough  of  Higham 
Ferrers  over  the  past  five  years.

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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Details  of  the  Health  Services  available  for  the  Borough  of  Higham 
Ferrers  are  as  follows  : 

Laboratory  Service — The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton 
and  the  Laboratory  attached  to  the  Kettering  General  Hospital  serve 
the  area.  The  Kettering  laboratory  has  branches  at  the  Park  Hospital, 
Wellingborough,  and  the  Hayway  Memorial  Hospital,  Rushden.  The 
facilities  afforded  by  these  branches  are  much  appreciated.  Water 
samples,  milk,  ice-cream  samples  are  sent  to  the  Northampton  laboratory. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  used  to  be  kept  at  these  offices,  but  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  now 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  the  antitoxin,  which  can  now  be  obtained 
from  Northampton  General  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Service — This  service  is  supplied  by  the  County  Council, 
and  the  Borough  is  well  served. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Home  Helps — The  County  Council  are 
responsible  for  these  services,  and  in  suitable  cases  every  effort  is  made 
to  supply  home  helps.  With  the  aged,  the  home  help  service  is  of  great 
value  in  the  prevention  of  a breakdown,  and  often  is  the  means  by  which 
they  can  remain  in  their  own  homes  where  otherwise  they  would  have 
to  be  removed  to  institutions. 

Hospital  Accommodation  and  Out-patient  Clinics — The  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board  are  the  responsible  authority  and  the  following 
facilities  are  available  :

Kettering. 

Gynaecological  and  children — Wellingborough  Hospital. 

Acute  medical  cases,  skins  and  children — Highfield  Hospital, 
Wellingborough. 

Chronic  Sick,  the  Aged  and  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention — 
Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough. 

St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Kettering. 

Maternity — Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough. 

Tuberculosis — Rushden  House  Sanatorium. 
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Out-patient  facilities  are  available  at  the  two  General  Hospitals  and 
also  at  the  Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  the  Hayway,  Rushden. 

The  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital  hold  an  out-patient  clinic  at 
Queen  Street,  Rushden. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre — The  County  Council  hold  an  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  at  the  Methodist  Church  Rooms,  High  Street,  on  the 
2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  of  the  month. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948— Under  Section  47  of  this  Act  the 
Council  are  responsible  for  the  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention.  No  such  action  was  necessary  during  the  year.  The  Higham 
Ferrers  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  carried  on  their  excellent  work 
in  the  area  during  the  year.  A copy  of  their  Annual  Report  was  supplied 
to  me  by  their  secretary,  Mrs.  W.  D.  White,  and  the  following  extracts 
show  some  of  the  activities  carried  out  during  the  year  : 

Chiropody  Service — This  service  is  in  its  sixth  year  and  has  proved  of 
great  benefit  to  the  old  persons  in  the  area.  During  the  year  348  treat- 
ments were  carried  out  at  the  clinic  and  232  visits  and  treatments  to  the 
housebound.  The  latter  have  greatly  increased  in  number.  In  July  the 
fees  were  increased  from  5/6  to  7/6,  necessitating  an  increase  of  sixpence 
to  the  patient,  who  now  pays  3/-  per  treatment. 

Handicrafts — This  scheme  is  in  its  fifth  year  and  still  provides  a 
hobby  for  some.  There  is  always  a stock  of  completed  work  for  sale. 

Annual  Holiday — 14  have  registered  under  the  County  scheme  to 
spend  a week  at  Clacton  in  May.  60  have  registered  for  a holiday  at 
Folkestone  in  September  run  by  the  local  Committee. 

Hospital  Visits — Monthly  visits  are  made  by  two  Committee  mem- 
bers to  the  Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough,  where  there  are  14  patients. 
Frequent  visits  are  made  to  Risdene. 

Christmas  Grants — 168  gifts  of  5/-  were  made  to  old  folk  in  the  area. 

Darby  and  Joan  Club — The  most  popular  of  many  activities  caters 
for  a weekly  average  of  80. 

Provision  of  meals  for  old  persons  living  alone  and  elderly  couples  in 
ill  health  is  on  the  future  programme  of  this  very  active  Committee,  and 
one  that  I am  much  in  favour  of.  Mental  confusion  in  old  persons  is 
often  due  to  wrong  feeding  or  a lack  of  feeding.  When  put  on  a protein 
diet  they  soon  regain  their  mental  faculties. 

The  Higham  Ferrers  Welfare  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Mr.  S.  Upton,  is  to  be  congratulated  for  its  excellent  work  amongst  the 
old  people  in  the  Borough. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply — The  Borough  receives  its  water  supply  from  the 
Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board.  The  sources  of  supply  of 
this  Board  are  as  follows  : 

Sywell  Reservoir,  situated  in  the  Wellingborough  Rural  District, 
covers  an  area  of  68|  acres  and  has  a capacity  of  236,000,000  gallons. 
The  reservoir  is  dependent  upon  springs  and  rainwater  from  the  surround- 
ing catchment  area.  Also  two  small  brooks  enter  the  reservoir. 

Treatment  consists  of  filtration,  slow  sand  filters,  and  also  rapid 
gravel  filtration,  and  then  chlorination.  At  Hardwater  Crossing,  Wol- 
laston, there  is  a further  source  of  supply  from  wells  sunk  in  the  river 
gravels.  Treatment  here  consists  of  mechanical  filtration  and  then 
chlorination. 

Other  sources  of  supply  are  the  Earls  Barton  gravel  well  and  springs 
at  Grendon.  The  Board  has  a further  source  of  supply  under  considera- 
tion, and  that  is  water  from  the  gravels  at  Ditchford.

Inference 

The  results  obtained  on  the  analysis  of  this  sample  indicate  a hard 
water  slightly  contaminated  with  organic  matter,  though  containing 
relatively  few  bacteria. 

I am  of  opinion  that  this  water,  as  evidenced  by  the  sample,  is  fit 
for  drinking  purposes. 

Water  Samples — 47  water  samples  were  taken  by  the  Board  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year.  Twelve  of  these  samples  were  taken  at  the 
pump  house,  and  of  these  two  were  unsatisfactory  and  the  remaining  ten 
very  satisfactory.  The  remaining  35  samples  were  taken  in  the  area, 
and  of  these  32  were  very  satisfactory,  two  satisfactory  and  one  sus- 
picious.

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Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  Council  continues  to 
try  to  find  a solution  to  the  treatment  of  the  very  strong  trade  wastes 
that  it  receives  at  its  sewage  works.  These  works,  which  are  modern 
works,  were  constructed  in  1954  and  the  strong  trade  wastes  have  been  a 
problem  since  the  beginning.  Consultations  with  the  manufacturers  in 
the  town  have  taken  place  with  a view  to  installing  pre-treatment  plants 
at  their  premises.  Plans  of  these  are  now  being  prepared.  The  Council 
propose  to  purchase  a gulley  emptier  to  collect  the  sludge  from  these 
plants  and  to  acquire  land  on  which  sludge  beds  would  be  constructed  for 
the  disposal  of  this  sludge.  The  costs  to  be  recovered  in  the  form  of  a 
charge  to  the  manufacturers.  The  question  of  filtering  the  final  effluent 
at  the  sewage  works  has  been  considered  and  a pilot  plant  has  been  in- 
stalled for  this  purpose.  The  results  of  samples  of  crude  sewage  and  final 
effluent  taken  on  11th  February,  1959,  and  sent  for  Chemical  Analysis,

Remarks — This  crude  sewage  has  high  suspended  solids.  It  evidently 
contains  much  trade  effluent  because  this  sample  is  about  five  times 
stronger  than  one  would  expect  purely  domestic  sewage  to  be  in  this 
district. 

Final  Effluent — Phenols  as  C6H5OH=0.05.  The  figures  for  sus- 
pended solids  and  5 day  B.O.D.  are  still  in  excess  of  the  Royal 
Commission  General  Standards  of  30  and  20  p.p.m.  respectively.  In 
comparing  the  chemical  analysis  of  final  effluent  in  last  year’s  annual 
report  with  this,  I note  the  following  points  which  are  of  interest  :

Movable  Dwellings — The  situation  remains  unchanged.  The  parking 
of  caravans  on  an  unlicensed  site  again  occurred,  but  this  matter  has  now 
been  finally  resolved. 

Disinfestation — The  hot,  dry  summer  resulted  in  an  abnormal  number 
of  requests  re  nuisances  from  wasps  and  other  insect  pests.  Twenty-two 
complaints  were  received,  twenty  referred  to  wasps,  and  nests  were 
destroyed.  Two  were  clover  mite  infestations,  and  these  also  were  dealt 
with.

HOUSING 

In  1959  the  Council  recommenced  its  building  programme  and  8 old 
folks’  bungalows  were  built  on  the  Warmond’s  Hill  site.  This  is  re- 
development of  a former  clearance  area. 

On  the  Elizabeth  Way  Estate  10  two-bedroomed  houses  are  in  the 
course  of  construction  and  plans  are  prepared  for  a further  six  bungalows 
and  six  flats  on  the  same  estate. 

Fifteen  families  comprising  34  persons  were  re-housed  from  clearance 
areas  and  unfit  houses.  Fourteen  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  de- 
molished. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  re-housing  of  families 
from  Corporation  Terrace  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  these 
properties  will  be  ready  for  demolition. 

Surveys  of  26  houses  in  Spring  Gardens  and  3 in  Commercial  Street 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  reports  submitted  to  the 
Council  for  future  consideration. 

Private  Development — Two  houses  were  constructed  during  the 
year  and  two  are  in  the  course  of  construction.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk — The  control  and  supervision  of  milk  production  comes  under 
the  Ministry  and  samples  are  taken  by  their  inspectors.  Districts  in  which 
pasteurisation  plants  are  situated  issue  licences  to  pasteurise  milk,  and 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  these  authorities  sample  milk.  Still  the 
Borough  Council  is  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  milk  in  its  area  and 
so,  in  my  opinion,  samples  should  be  taken  in  the  area. 

Samples  taken  are  subjected  to  the  following  tests  : 

(a)  The  phosphatase  test  for  determining  the  efficiency  of 
pasteurisation. 

(b)  The  methylene  blue  reaction  test  for  measuring  keeping 
qualities.  The  latter  is  influenced  to  some  extent  by  the 
bacteriological  cleanliness  of  milk,  and  consequently  the 
condition  of  production. 

Food  Premises — Twenty-five  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  food  premises.  Routine  inspection  of  such  premises  is  very 
important  and  helps  to  keep  a high  standard  of  hygiene.

The  total  number  of  inoculations  carried  out  in  1959  was  962  com- 
pared with  808  in  the  previous  year.  Last  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
above  figures,  third  injections  and  persons  over  15  years  of  age  were  in  the 
majority.  The  age  range  has  been  extended  up  to  40  years  and  it  must 
be  remembered  that  poliomyelitis  cripples  adults  too,  and  I recommend 
strongly  that  all  should  avail  of  this  protection  in  the  interest  of  them- 
selves and  their  families.  It  is  quite  true  to  say  that  crutches  will  not 
support  your  family. 
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Tuberculosis — One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified 
and  is  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year,  although  this  case  was 
non-pulmonary.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  deaths  occurred 
from  this  disease.  Two  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Rushden  House 
Sanatorium  and  one  case  discharged  during  the  year.  The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  and  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  over 
the  last  ten  years  :

Committee  and  this  committee  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent  work 
in  the  area. 

Dysentery — For  the  third  year  in  succession  no  cases  were  notified. 

Food  Poisoning — For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  cases  were 
notified. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting  (Winter  Vomiting  Virus) — In  the 

last  quarter  of  the  year  there  was  a widespread  epidemic  of  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting  and  this  continued  into  the  early  months  of  1960.  The  infection 
would  have  appeared  to  be  of  virus  origin  and  most  probably  was  due  to 
the  Winter  Vomiting  Virus.  The  main  sympton  was  diarrhoea,  although 
many  cases  also  had  nausea  and  vomiting.  The  diarrhoea  in  some  cases 
was  most  profuse  and  watery  stools  have  been  passed  as  frequently  as 
4 stools  per  hour  for  a whole  day.  On  the  other  hand,  some  cases  were 
reported  where  the  main  symptom  was  vomiting  with  little  or  no 
diarrhoea.  Abdominal  discomfort  was  a common  feature,  with  abdominal 
pain  in  some  cases.  Recurrent  attacks  were  quite  common  and  showed 
that  little  immunity  was  acquired  from  an  attack.  The  virus  was  most 
probably  spread  by  the  respiratory  tract  and  this  was  one  of  the  reasons 
why  cases  were  so  widespread.  Mild  cases  who  continued  at  work  most 
probably  was  another  cause.  Stools  from  cases  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  negative.  Details  of  the  epidemic  were  supplied  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  no  such  widespread  virus  infection  had  occurred  in 
the  area  before.

FACTORIES  ACT  1937 


There  are  37  factories  on  the  register  in  the  Borough  which  is  three 
less  than  the  previous  year.  Seventy-two  inspections  were  carried  out 
during  the  period.  As  a result  of  these  inspections,  in  five  cases  defects 
were  found,  all  being  remedied  on  request.  No  complaints  were  received 
in  factories  where  mechanical  power  is  not  used.
